London, April 14. To day arriv’d the Mail from 
Holland of Tuefday /a/?. 


From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April22. 
‘Milan, April 5. : 

HE 34 inftant the D.of Vendome pafs'd the 
Po over his Bridge at Cafal,and-caus'd 200 
Horfe to advance, who attack’d one of 
the Enemies Guards of Horfe that was 
pofted within a Mile of the Bridge. Col- 
lonel Paul Diack came out of his Quarters,with fome 
of his Huffars, to affift the Enemy ; his Horfe was 
kill'd, and he not being able to get from under him 
was taken Prifoner ; after which our Men retir d. 
The Grand Prior was to attack Revere to day. "Tis 
reported the Pginces of Mirandola have made a 
Treaty with the” King, in which they engage them- 
felves to ufe their beft Efforts to put the Town of thar 
Name into the Poffeffion of the 2 Crowns. The King 
allows them a Penfion of 20000 Crowns per Annum. 
Turin, April 4. The 2d of this Month the Cavalry 
that was in this City, march’d out early in the Morn- 
ing for Suza, and was follow’d the fame day by 2 
Batrallions of Infantry. His Royal Highnefs has de- 
élar'd he will go toSavoy in a few days. 160 French 
Prifoners,of which 10 are Horle Officers, are broughr 
hither, they were taken at Chaumont and Lanne- 
bourg. They write from Afti, that in lefs than a 
Month 400 of the French Horfes have died there, of 
anew unknown Diftemper, The Town of Nice 
being provided with a fufficient Garrifon,2 Regiments 
that were marching from Coni towards Nice are 
countermanded, and are returning into their Garrfon. 
The French in attempting to pafs the Var, have been 
repuls’d with lofs, 50 of them being taken Prifoners 
and conducted to Mondovi. A Skirmifh has pafs'd 
at Villanova di Monrferrat, in which a Collonel of 
Imperial Huffars was taken; and General Vaubonne 


had been made a Prifoner likewife, if he had rot thot 


dead one of the Enemies who had hold of him.How- 
ever, the Huffars had the better of the Action, and 
afterwards plunder’d Villanova and carried the In- 
habitants Prifoners to the Imperial Quarters at Trino 
and Crefcentino. The Count of Prela Doria is made 
Goverour of Vercelli, and the Regiment of Dragoons 
which he commanded is given to the Margnefs of 
Andorno, Son of the Marquefs of Parella. To day 2 
more Battallions of Infantry fer forwards for Suza, 
thence to march into Savoy. 
Turin, April 8.. A Detachment of French, of the 
Garrifons of Montafia, Pafferanno, and other Places, 
advanc’d on the 4th towards Butigliera ; whereupon 
the Peafants ran to Arms, and defended themfelves fo 
well till Night, that the Enemy was oblig’d to retire. 
The 6th 3000 Pioneers came hither, and are fent part 
to Verrue and Ivrea, and the reft to, Vercelli, to work 
on the Fortifications of thofe Places, and to caft up a 
Lineto cover the Sefia. The fame day, fome Militia 
Troops were commanded to keep Garrifon in our 
Citadel, and the Regular Troops were drawn out of 


ir, and are gone by Water to Crefcentino; and a Re-- 


giment of Dragoons, Vaudois, are on the March thi- 
ther by Land. Ic being difover’d, that the Inhabitants 
of Villanova di Montferrat held Intelligence with the 
French, the Confpirators were punifh’d exemplarily, 
the 5th inftant, at Trino, whither they were broughe 
by the Germans: 8 were impal’d alive, 12 hang’d, 


and 60 condemn’d to the Galleys. They confefe'd 
they had laid a Plot with the French, to cut the 
Throats of the Huffars that were quarter'd in that 
Place. A Courier has brought Advice from Savoy, 
that Mr. de Blagnac is advanc’d with a Detachment 
of his Royal Highnefs’s Troops to St. Jean in the 
Morienne, and that attempting to pafs the Bridge of 
Maffei, they were oppos’d by 2 Battallions of the 
Enemies; but after a fharp Difpute, the latter were 
oblig'd toretire, 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated April 22. 

Vienna, April 9. We have certain Advice,that fince 
General Heifter publith’d a general Pardon, almof all 
the Inhabitants of the Baillages and Counties of the 
Lower Hungary or this fide the Danube, that volnn- 
tarily or involuntarily had joyn’d the Rebels, have 
laid down their Arms and taken a new Oath of Fide- 
lity to the Emperor.’ General Heifter march’d other 
day to attack Count Caroli anew, who had rallied 
his Horfe near St. Martin, but upon his approach the 
Count retir’d, and repafs’d the Danube near Tetuar, 
with his Troops and about 4 Waggons loaded with 
Baggage and Booty taken in the open Country on 
this fide that River. General Heifter is at prefent 
with the Body he commands, at Rifchbeio. Yefter- 
day a Major General arriv’d here Poft from Croatia, 
with the News, that General Heifter the younger 
having pafs'd the Drave with 2000 Men, furpriz’d 
the advanc’d Guard of a Body of 10000 Rebels that 
lay not far from that River ; after which he fent to 
the Officer that commanded them, to acquaint him 
that he was there with 10000 Men, and that if the 
did not fubmit without delay, he had Orders to fall 


upon them, and to give no Quarrer; They were fo 


terrify’d at this Meffage thar they all laid down their 
Arms, and accepted the Pardon offer’d them by the 
faid General, in the Emperor’s Name.
